Cabinet  and  Looking-Glass  Maker  of  Philadelphia 
Alfred  Coxe  Prime 

AMONG  the  many  colonial  craftsmen  of  Philadelphia  we  find 
appearing  quite  frequently  the  name  of  John  Elliott,  cabinet 
^and  looking-glass  maker. 

Born  at  Bolton,  England,  June  9,  1713,  the  son  of  John  Elliott, 
of  Manton,  Rutland  Co.  and  Hannah  Fish,  his  wife,  of  Leicestershire. 

About  1737  John  Elliott,  the  looking-glass  maker,  married, 
in  England,  Annabella  Bonnyman,  the  daughter  of  Commodore 
Thomas  Bonnyman,  of  London. 

On  April  11,  1753,  John  Elliott  and  his  wife  Annabella,  to- 
gether with  their  five  children,  sailed  from  Liverpool.  Arriving  at 
Philadelphia  about  six  weeks  later,  on  May  27,  1753,  they  immedi- 
ately took  up  their  residence  in  this  city  where  he  remained  until 
his  death,  which  occurred  on  August  1,  1791. 

Since  the  label  of  John  Elliott  as  a  looking-glass  maker  and 
that  of  his  son,  John  Elliott,  Jr.,  and  his  grandsons,  John  and  Daniel 
Elliott,  appear  on  many  of  our  Pennsylvania  mirrors  and  since  these 
evidences  of  his  craftsmanship  and  that  of  his  family  have  gradually 
spread  to  neighboring  states,  it  would  seem  an  opportune  time  to 
present  the  data  collected  by  this  Museum  in  regard  to  his  work  in 
the  hope  that  more  details  of  his  life  and  work  will  be  brought 
before  the  public. 

A  careful  search  of  the  early  Philadelphia  newspapers  by  us 
reveals  no  advertisement  until  December,  1756,  three  years  after  his 
arrival.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  he  designates  himself  as  a 
"cabinet-maker"  and  we  have  found  that  as  late  as  1784  he  signed 
a  deed  with  this  same  designation,     (Book  of  Deeds,  D-35,  page  440.) 

The  sign  of  the  bell  and  looking-glass  really  meant  something 
for  he  not  only  arranges  bells  for  the  house  and  also  the  cabins  of 
vessels,  but  sells  and  repairs  looking-glasses.

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We  think  that  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  during  the  early  years 
of  his  residence  in  this  country  he  was  largely  engaged  in  the  impor- 
tation of  English  mirrors  or  looking-glasses  and  that  his  skill  as  a 
craftsman  was  confined  to  the  repairing  of  the  frames  and  resilvering 
or  renewing  the  glass. 

His  earliest  place  of  business  that  we  have  been  able  to  find 
was  located  at  the  corner  of  Fourth  and  Chestnut  Streets,  near  the 
State  House,  which  is  between  Fifth  and  Sixth  on  Chestnut  Street,

An  advertisement  appearing  in  1761  states  that  the  cost  of  look- 
ing-glasses is  from  "one  shilling  to  fifteen  pounds  and  upwai'ds  per 
glass."  The  wealth  and  the  demands  of  our  citizens  of  this  period 
may  be  gauged  by  these  prices.  The  sale  of  jewelry  and  books  is 
also  included.

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As  we  have  mentioned  previously  his  first  location,  from  1756- 
1761,  was  at  Fourth  and  Chestnut  Streets.  In  the  year  1762  he 
removed  his  looking-glass  store  to  Third  and  Walnut  Streets,  where 
he  remained  until  1776,  a  period  of  fourteen  years. 

In  1762  we  find  him  importing  chimney  glasses,  shaving  glasses 
and  pocket  glasses  and  in  an  advertisement  of  the  same  year  he 
states  that  he  has  imported  ''The  most  compleat  assortment  of  Look- 
ing-Glasses  at  any  time  heretofore  imported." 

In  1763  we  find  an  interesting  statement  that  he  "Will  under- 
take to  cure  any  English  looking-glass  that  shews  the  face  too  long 
or  too  broad  or  any  other  way  distorted." 

In  1768  his  business  has  improved  to  the  extent  that  another 
store  has  been  opened  on  Second  Street  between  Market  and  Arch 
Streets.  This  additional  store  is  designated  in  later  advertisements 
as  the  "Three  Brushes."

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In  October,  1768,  appears  perhaps  his  most  pretentious  notice. 
The  cut,  showing  two  looking-glasses  and  a  bell  intertwined,  has  been 
ingeniously  worked  out.  Coaches  and  chariots  are  evidently  in  fashion 
in  Philadelphia  as  well  as  japanned  sconces,  white  carved  sconces, 
hanging  glasses  with  and  without  heads  and  glasses  for  bookcase 
doors,  for  he  advertises  them  all. 

Throughout  all  his  advertisements  he  stresses  the  fact  that  he 
quicksilvers  and  frames  old  glasses. 

In  1776,  in  the  month  of  May,  appears  the  last  newspaper  ad- 
vertisement of  John  Elliott,  the  father.  Due  to  the  approaching 
revolution  he  is  no  doubt  looking  for  the  best  method  to  dispose  of 
his  business  for,  being  a  Quaker,  he  cannot  mistake  the  signs  of  the 
time.  His  store  on  Second  Street,  known  as  the  Three  Brushes,  has, 
no  doubt,  already  been  disposed  of  or  closed. 
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The  art  of  quicksilvering,  which  even  at  the  present  day  remains 
to  a  certain  extent  a  trade  secret,  had  a  definite  value  even  in  those 
days  and  was  to  be  sold  as  well  as  his  stock  on  hand.

We  believe  that  during  the  Revolutionary  Period  following  1776 
that  John  Elliott,  the  father,  retired  from  active  business.  He 
was  over  sixty-three  years  old  and  certainly  no  further  advertise- 
ments appear  with  his  name. 

He  died  in  Philadelphia,  in  1791,  at  the  age  of  seventy-eight. 
His  Will,  recorded  in  the  Register  of  Wills'  Office  in  Philadelphia  in 
Book  W.,  page  199,  No.  120  of  1791,  is  of  interest.  The  original 
Will  disintegrated  by  lapse  of  time  into  twenty-four  pieces,  together 
with  the  Executors'  Account,  is  still  on  file  here,  fi-om  which  the 
abstract  below  was  taken  :  . 


Be  it  Remember'd  that  I  John  Elliott  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
being  infirm  in  Body  but  thro'  the  Lord's  Mercy  favourd  with  sound 
Mind  &  Memory  and  being  mindful  of  the  uncertainty  of  this  Mortal 
Life  do  make  this  my  last  Will  &  Testament  in  manner  following 
That  is  to  say — 

First — I  do  give  unto  my  son  John  Elliott,  the  Sum  of  One 
Hundred    Pounds  lawful    Money   of   Pennsylvania,   likewise   all  my 
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Silvering-  Tools  and  implements  belonging  to  that  business,  in  lieu 
of  his  right  in  a  certain  piece  of  Land  in  England  to  which  he  was 
Heir,  after  his  Mother's  decease,  in  the  sale  of  which  he  join'd  us, 
&  for  which  he  has  not  hitherto  receivd  an  adequate  compensa- 
tion— the  said  Legacy  to  be  paid  in  twelve  months  after  my  decease. 

Item — I  do  give  to  my  Son-in-law  Richard  Humphreys  the 
Sum  of  Twenty-five  Pounds  as  a  Token  of  my  Love  to  be  paid  in 
twelve  Months  after  my  decease. 

Item — I  do  give  and  devise  unto  my  Son  Samuel  Elliott  of 
Ann  Arundel  County  in  Maryland,  all  that  my  Plantation  and  Tract 
of  Land  whereon  he  now  dwells  together  with  the  Appurtenances 
(being  the  same  I  purchased  of  Mareen  Howard  Duval)  to  hold  to 
him  my  said  Son  Samuel  Elliott  his  Heirs  &  Assigns  for  ever,  he 
paying  out  of  the  same  unto  my  residuary  Legatees  and  Devisees 
hereafter  mentioned  the  Sum  of  Two  hundred  Pounds  Maryland 
Currency,  nevertheless  my  Will  in  this  respect  is  in  this  manner. 
If  he  &  his  Wife  will  join  in  an  effectual  Manumission  of  all  the 
poor  Negro  Slaves  held  in  Bondage  by  them,  then  I  release  the  pay- 
ment of  the  said  Two  hundred  Pounds  and  confirm  the  said  Planta- 
tion to  him  in  full  right  free  &  clear  from  all  incumbrance  what- 
soever and  it  is  my  desire  to  my  said  dear  Son  that  he  would  do 
all  in  his  power  to  prevail  on  his  Wife  by  gentle  &  prudent  means 
to  comply  with  this  Christian  Duty,  on  which  I  trust  they  will  find 
satisfaction  &  Peace  to  their  Minds,  and  the  Lords  Blessing  which 
is  above  all  things  to  be  valued. 


Lastly,  I  do  Constitute  and  appoint  my  dear  &  loving  Wife 
Annabella  Elliott  Executrix  and  my  Son  John  Elliott  Executor  of 
this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  *  *  *  *  in  Witness  whereof  I 
have  hereunto  set  my  Hand  and  Seal  this  Thirty  first  day  of  the 
Fifth  Month  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  Thousand  seven  hundred 
and  Ninety. 

Signed,  Sealed,  published  &  declared  by 
the  said  John  Elliott  as  &  for  his  last 
Will  &  Testament  in  the  presence  of  Us 
who  have  hereunto  set  our  names  as  Wit- 
nesses in  his  presence  and  at  his  request

It  is  interesting  to  find  that  two  of  our  early  silversmiths  are 
mentioned  in  connection  with  the  Will.  Richard  Humphreys,  the 
son-in-law  of  John  Elliott,  and  Joseph  Richardson,  who  witnessed 
the  Will. 

No  inventory  was  found  with  the  above  document,  but  the  ac- 
count of  John  Elliott,  executor  to  the  estate  of  John  Elliott,  Sr., 
deceased,  was  located,  covering  the  period  from  1789-1798.  This 
shows  that  John  Elliott,  Sr.,  and  Annabella  Elliott,  his  wife,  lived 
with  their  son,  John  Elliott,  from  1779  until  the  death  of  the  former 
in  1791.  Afterwards  the  widow  Annabella  Elliott  lived  with  her 
son  until  her  death  in  April,  1797. 
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The  elder  John  Elliott  was  buried  in  a  "Red  Cedar  Coffin"  and 
Doctor  Rush  was  paid  fifteen  shillings  for  one  visit.  Plunket  Fleeson, 
the  upholsterer,  is  also  mentioned  in  the  account,  having  died  about 
the  same  time  as  John  Elliott. 

We  believe  that  sometime  around  1776  John  Elliott,  Sr.,  re- 
tired from  active  business  and  that  it  was  then  taken  up  by  his  son, 
John  Elliott,  Jr.,  born  in  1739,  in  England,  and  who  died  near  Phila- 
delphia in  1810. 

Developing  the  drug,  color  and  brush  business,  he  evidently 
added  the  looking-glass  business  of  his  father  to  that  of  his  own 
when  the  elder  John  Elliott  retired. 

Only  two  distinct  newspaper  advertisements  of  John  Elliott,  Jr., 
have  been  found  up  to  1800.  These  occur  in  the  years  1784  and 
1785  and  his  store  is  located  on  Front  Street  between  Chestnut  and 
Walnut  Streets.  This  location  is  afterwards  known  as  60  South 
Front  Street.  The  son  still  practices  the  art  of  quicksilvering,  so 
that  we  do  not  believe  that  the  elder  John  Elliott  was  able  to  sell 
this  part  of  his  business,  which  he  advertised  for  sale  in  1776.

John  Elliott,  Jr.,  continued  in  the  business  from  at  least  as  early 
as  1784  until  1803  at  60  South  Front  Street.  In  his  Will,  recorded 
in  Philadelphia  as  No.  103  of  Vol.  3,  page  247,  of  the  year  1810, 
he  designates  himself  as  a  druggist  and  he  leaves  a  legacy  to  the 
Aimwell  School,  which  is  still  in  existence  and  where  we  discovered 
the  old  working  cabinet  of  William  Savery,  the  Philadelphia  chair 
maker. 

In  1804  John  Elliott,  Jr.,  was  joined  in  business  by  his  two  sons, 
John  Elliott,  3rd,  and  Daniel  Elliott,  and  the  business  was  continued 
under  the  name  of  J.  Elliott  &  Sons  from  1804-1809. 

Upon  the  death  of  their  father,  in  1810,  the  business  was  con- 
tinued as  John  Elliott  &  Daniel  Elliott  from  1810-1823,  when  Daniel 
Elliott,  one  of  the  brothers,  died.  The  Will  of  Daniel  Elliott  will 
be  found  among  the  Administrations  as  No.  237,  Vol.  M,  page  413, 
of  1823.    He  designates  himself  as  a  druggist. 
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From  1823-1830  John  Elliott,  3rd,  continued  in  business  as  a 
druggist  at  60  South  Front  Street.  He  then  moves  to  Market  or 
High  Street,  as  it  was  then  known,  on  the  south  side  above  Seventh 
Street.  In  1833  he  moves  to  Arch  Street  and  he  continued  in  business 
there  at  176  Arch  Street  until  1837. 

We  believe  that  he  then  retired  from  active  business  and  died  in 
1855.  His  Will,  also  recorded  in  Philadelphia  as  No.  20,  Vol.  33,  page 
44,  of  1855,  also  mentions  that  he  was  a  druggist. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  things  from  a  collector's  standpoint 
was  that  the  Elliott  family  believed  in  placing  their  label  on  all 
mirrors  passing  through  their  hands. 

At  the  present  time  three  labels  of  John  Elliott,  Sr.,,  have 
been  found  and  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  determine  the  label 
of  the  first  Elliott  always  appears  both  in  English  and  German,  the 
English  being  placed  at  the  top. 

A  curious  error  appears  in  the  German  spelling  of  John  in  the 
earliest  label  where  we  find  *'Dschan."  This  we  believe  is  simply 
a  typographical  error  or  an  efi'ort  to  spell  John  phonetically,  for 
Chestnut  Street  in  German  is  also  spelled  "Dschestnurs-Strass." 

This  label  was  used  between  1753-1761  and  is  illustrated  to- 
gether with  the  looking-glass  upon  the  back  of  which  it  appears. 

The  second  type  of  John  Elliott,  Sr.,  label  was  probably  used 
from  1762-1767.  He  had  removed  from  Chestnut  to  Walnut  Street, 
in  1762,  and  he  had  not  yet  adopted  the  pretentious  form  of  adver- 
tising appearing  in  1768  in  the  newspapers.  This  label  and  the  look- 
ing-glass upon  the  back  of  which  it  appears  is  among  the  Museum 
Collections  and  is  illustrated  on  the  cover. 

The  third  type  of  label  used  by  John  Elliott,  Sr.,  is  much  more 
carefully  set  up  and  spaced  than  either  of  the  other  two  types  and 
compares  favorably  with  the  cut  appearing  with  his  newspaper  ad- 
vertisement of  1768.  We  believe  that  this  type  was  probably  used 
between  1768-1776,  when  he  apparently  retired.  This  label  and  look- 
ing-glass belonging  to  a  member  of  the  Museum  Committee  are  illus- 
trated on  page  136. 

We  next  show,  on  page  137,  the  label  used  by  John  Elliott,  Jr.  So 
far  only  one  type  has  been  found  which  no  doubt  was  used  by  him 
from  1784-1803.  His  earliest  newspaper  advertisement  appears  in  the 
former  year  and  in  1804  he  was  joined  by  his  sons.  It  is  of  great 
interest  to  note  that  the  label  reads,  "Looking-Glasses  In  neat  Ma- 
hogany Frames  of  American  Manufacture." 

From  1804-1809  the  firm  consisted  of  John  Elliott  &  Sons, 
located  at  60  South  Front  Street.  In  the  Museum  Collection  we  find  a 
looking-glass  with  this  label  upon  the  back,  which  we  illustrate  on 
pages  139  and  140. 

We  have  not,  up  to  the  present  time,  been  able  to  locate  any 
label  of  John  Elliott  &  Daniel  Elliott,  covering  the  period  from  1810- 
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1823.     It  may  be  that  the  growth  of  their  drug  and  color  business 
had  supplanted  that  of  looking-glass  makers. 

The  earliest  Philadelphia  Directory  appeared  in  the  year  1785 
and  the  following  entries  may  be  of  interest  to  a  student  of  John 
Elliott  and  his  descendants :

The  persistency  with  which  the  name  of  John  Elliott  appears  in 
our  civic  records  is  noteworthy. 

As  is  to  be  expected  several  John  Elliotts  are  found  in  the  early 
records  and  these  should  not  be  confused  with  John  Elliott  the 
looking-glass  maker.  At  one  time  there  are  seven  shown  in  the  City 
Directory  after  1800. 

The  records  of  the  Orphans'  Court  do  not  yield  much  data  con- 
cerning the  first  John  Elliott.  More  is  to  be  found  in  the  Recorder 
of  Deeds'  Office.  We  find  that  the  property  on  Walnut  Street  below 
Third,  where  his  looking-glass  manufactoiy  was  located,  was  pur- 
chased in  1761  and  sold  in  1784.  (See  Books  of  Deeds  D-35  and 
D-37.) 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  courtesy  extended  to 
me  by  Mr.  Robert  M.  Boyle,  Solicitor  to  the  Register  of  Wills  and  for

permission  to  examine  the  original  Will  of  John  Elliott.  It  is  also 
a  pleasure  to  add  that  the  privileges  extended  to  me  by  the  Historical 
Society  of  Pennsylvania  in  the  examination  of  the  Elliott  family 
records  and  the  Library  Company  of  Philadelphia  in  the  examination 
of  the  early  newspapers  have  enabled  me  to  combine  Elliott  data 
scattered  over  many  years. 

It  is  our  hope  that  the  many  people  interested  in  Elliott  looking- 
glasses  will  furnish  the  Museum  with  copies  of  new  labels  and  records 
as  they  come  to  light. 

It  seems  all  the  more  fitting  that  this  article  be  concluded  with  a 
photograph  of  the  signature  of  John  Elliott,  the  founder  of  the 
American  branch  of  that  family  which  appears  upon  his  Will.
